California Debt and Investment Advisory
Commission (CDIAC) staff are conducting
research on revenue bonds and looking at is-
suance activity and project types by region.
Revenue bonds, unlike general obligation
bonds secured by the issuer’s general fund,
are secured by a specified revenue stream.

Projects that generate cash flows upon the
completion of construction are likely candi-
dates for revenue bond financing.

This article, the third in a series of articles
on public enterprise revenue bonds (PERB),
summarizes local agency PERB activity in
the San Diego/Inland Empire region be-
tween 1985 and 2008.! The first two articles
examined PERB issuance in the San Fran-
cisco Bay Area and Los Angeles regions.?
Issuance for all three regions totaled nearly
$60.0 billion (Figure 1). Most of the issu-
ance occurred in the Los Angeles region
($36.3 billion, 60.5 percent) followed by
the San Francisco Bay Area region ($19.2
billion, 32.0 percent) and the San Diego/
Inland Empire ($4.5 billion, 7.5 percent).
An in-depth analysis will appear in CDI-
AC’s PERB research report.

In 2008 dollars, local agencies in the San
Diego/Inland Empire region issued nearly
$7.7 billion in PERBs during the 24-year
period. Of that amount, $3.2 billion were
bond refundings, which means that San
Diego/Inland Empire issuers sold nearly
$4.5 billion in new bonds. This article
reviews new bond issuance by four broad
categories: water/wastewater, power gener-
ation/transmission, transportation/transit,
and other. The volume in each of the charts
has been adjusted for inflation (in 2008
dollars) using the gross domestic product

(GDP) deflator.?

WATER/WASTEWATER

San Diego/Inland Empire region entities
issued $3.3 billion in PERBs for water and
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CDIAC School
Outreach 2009-10:
Cash Flow Financing

Editors Note: This is the first of two articles
resulting from CDIAC’s School Outreach pro-
gram in 2009-2010. Next month Debt Line
will feature an article by Adam Bauer, Princi-
pal, Fieldman, Rolapp and Associates on The
ABC’ of Cross-Year TRANE.

California Schools (K-12) are active par-
ticipants in the municipal market and are
significant issuers of Tax and

Revenue Anticipation Notes (TRAN).
As highlighted in Debt Line last month,
TRANS volume is at a record high of $7.9
billion for 2010. A review of the TRANs
debrt issuance data collected by the Califor-
nia Debt and Investment Advisory Com-
mission (CDIAC) for the past five years
reflects that schools (K-14) are one of the
largest group of issuers of TRANs. TRANs
issuance by issuer group from January 1,
2005 through June 30, 2010 is reflected in
Figure 1.

To better serve this issuer group CDIAC
conducted outreach, interviewing over 20
County Office of Education Superinten-
dents and their staff. CDIAC found that
while their concerns about long-term debt
were similar to those expressed by other is-
suers, it was the short-term, cash flow con-
cerns that distinguished school districts.

In response, CDIAC conducted nine re-
gional workshops throughout the state
between Fall 2009 and Winter 2010 (Fig-
ure 2). Speakers at CDIAC’s school debt
finance workshops addressed the options
available to school districts to assist in
matching revenues with expenditures and
considered strategies available to school dis-
tricts for managing cash flow deficits. These
included temporary loan programs, agency
“inter-fund borrowing,” and the issuance of
TRANS.! As budgets become leaner school
districts may not only issue additional tra-
ditional TRANs but may also contemplate
the issuance of Cross-Year TRANs, where
repayment occurs over two fiscal years. In

A Synopsis of Current
Events in Public Finance

REFORM BILL EXPANDS
MSRB RESPONSIBILITIES

The passage of the Dodd-Frank Wall
Street Reform and Consumer Protec-
tion Act (Dodd-Frank Act) in July will
directly impact the Municipal Securi-
ties Rulemaking Board (MSRB). As
a result of this legislation, the MSRB
will implement new regulations for
municipal advisors and will become
a governing body with a majority of
public members.

The new law requires non-broker-
dealer financial advisers, guaranteed
investment contract brokers, and
other unregulated market interme-
diaries to register with the Securities
and Exchange Commission (SEC)
as well as the MSRB. All interme-
diaries and dealers providing advice
to borrowers on municipal financial
products will be subject to an MSRB
fiduciary duty rule, business conduct
standards, examinations and continu-
ing education requirements.

This legislation also authorized the
MSRB to assist the SEC and Finan-
cial Industry Regulatory Authority
(FINRA) in examinations and en-
forcement of its rules and collect a
portion of any penalties collected by
the SEC or FINRA. The board may
impose fines on dealers and advisers
that fail to submit information or
documents to comply with MSRB
rules in a timely manner.

As of October 1, 2010, the compo-
sition of the governing board of the
MSRB will change to reflect a major-

ity of independent, public members.
Under the new law, the board may
increase in size beyond 15 members,
as long as a majority of its members
are public officials. Dealers and ad-
visers will continue to be represent-
ed on the board but will become a
minority portion of the board. The
MSRB is also required to hire at least
one adviser.

FIRST QSCB FOR CALIFORNIA
CHARTER SCHOOL

High Tech High, a California char-
ter school in San Diego County re-
cently issued Qualified School Con-
struction Bonds (QSCBs) to finance
the construction of school facilities.
The bonds were issued through the
California School Finance Authority
(CSFA) and are the first QSCBs issued

for a charter school in California.

The QSCB program, created by the
American Recovery and Reinvest-
ment Act (ARRA) of 2009, is a tax
credit program for the financing of
new construction and renovation
of school facilities. Like the Build
America Bond (BAB) program, eli-
gible QSCB issuers receive an inter-
est rate subsidy from the federal gov-
ernment of up to 100 percent of the
interest cost.

ARRA authorized $11 billion in
QSCB allocation for 2009 and 2010.
California received $773 million and
$720 million in allocation for calendar

year 2009 and 2010, respectively. Of
this amount, approximately $73 mil-
lion has been reserved for use by char-
ter schools through California School
Finance Authority (CSFA), a program
in the State Treasurer’s office.

To date, six charter schools have re-
ceived QSCB allocations from CSFA,
with four allocation requests pending.

EMMA'S FIRST YEAR

The Municipal Securities Rulemaking
Board’s (MSRB), Electronic Munici-
pal Market Access (EMMA) recently
marked its first full year as the sole
official repository for municipal issu-
ers’ continuing disclosure documents.
Last summer, EMMA became the
only nationally recognized munici-
pal securities information repository
(NRMSIRs) and replaced the existing
four NRMSIRs. EMMA features con-
tinuing and primary market disclosure
documents and reflects close to real-
time trade information.

While EMMA lacks the historical
information collected by the previ-
ous NRMSIRs, the MSRB is con-
tinuing to make improvements to
the system. Currently, the MSRB is
working to post ratings directly on
the site and is also on the second
phase of its transparency system for
auction-rate securities and variable-
rate demand obligations.

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San Diego/Inland Empire, from page 1
wastewater projects or 74.1 percent of to-
tal issuance in this region. Projects in this
category are for the storage and distribu-
tion of water, and for wastewater collec-
tion and treatment. As shown in Figure 2,
the majority of PERB financings in this
category were for wastewater purposes
($2.1 billion, 62.9 percent). One issuer,
the San Diego Public Facilities Financ-
ing Authority, marketed $1.6 billion in
PERBs for wastewater projects.

Although annual PERB volume for these
projects grew over time, volume varied
greatly from year to year. As reflected in
Figure 3, years with little or no issuance
activity were followed by significant issu-
ance levels. Annual issuance ranged from
a low of $6.6 million in 2000 to as high
as $471.8 million in 2002. The high issu-
ance volume in 2002 is attributed to two
water bonds totaling $329.6 million. Of
that amount, $109.6 million was issued
by the Chino Basin Desalter Authority and
$219.9 million issued by the San Diego
Public Facilities Financing Authority.

Figure 4 displays water/wastewater proj-
ects by the following types of issuer: joint
powers authorities (JPAs), cities, water dis-
tricts, utility districts, and special districts.
JPAs issued more PERBs for water/waste-
water projects than any other issuer type
accounting for nearly $2.9 billion of the
water projects or 87 percent of the total
water projects funded. One JPA, the San
Diego Public Facilities Financing Author-
ity, issued $1.8 billion (62.5 percent) of
these bonds.

POWER GENERATION/
TRANSMISSION

Power generation/transmission PERBs fi-
nanced projects such as construction for a
new substation, electric system improve-
ments, electric generation facilities, and
electric peaking facilities. Between 1985 and
2008, there were only ten years in which
PERBs were used to finance these projects
(Figure 5). During this time frame, PERB
issuance for this category totaled $739.8
million (16.5 percent of total San Diego/

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Inland Empire region PERB issuance), with
$607.5 million issued by the City of River-
side (Figure 6). The City of Riverside was
the sole issuer of power generation/trans-
mission projects in seven of the ten years

that had PERB activity.

TRANSPORTATION

Transportation/transit (transportation) proj-
ects consist of airports, parking, and ports
and marinas. Activity in this category was
sparse as evidenced by the five years of PERB
financings between 1985 and 2008 (Fig-
ure 7). During this time, San Diego/Inland
Empire region issuers sold $96.6 million for
transportation projects, just 2.2 percent of all
new PERB issuance.

Figure 8 shows transportation projects
grouped by issuer. Transportation PERBs
were issued by four issuers: San Diego Uni-
fied Port District (a special district), Palm
Springs Financing Authority (a JPA), San
Diego Redevelopment Agency, and the
City of Palm Springs. Nearly 55 percent
of PERB transportation financings were
issued by the San Diego Unified Port Dis-
trict. For this issuer, PERBs were sold en-
tirely for ports and marinas projects. The
City of Palm Springs and the Palm Springs
Financing Authority issued $975,285 and
$28.8 million, respectively, for airport
purposes. Combined, these two issuers ac-
count for 30.8 percent of transportation
PERB issuance. The San Diego Redevelop-
ment Agency issued $14.1 million (14.6
percent) in PERBs for parking projects.

OTHER

Projects in the “other” category resulted in
PERB issuance of $322.4 million, 7.2 per-
cent of total San Diego/Inland Empire re-
gion PERB issuance. The “other” category is
comprised of seven project types: multiple
capital improvements, solid waste recovery
facilities, seismic improvements/repair, rec-
reation and sports facilities, flood control/
storm drainage, a public building, and other
capital improvements.

There are two spikes shown in Figure 9 that
occurred in 1991 and 1996. The large vol-
ume of issuance in 1991 is attributed to a

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single bond issue of $125.3 million by the
Rancho California Water District Financ-
ing Authority. This financing was used for
a variety of multiple capital improvements.
Following periods of little or no issuance,
the largest volume of PERB financings in
the San Diego/Inland Empire occurred in
1996. PERB financings in that year total
$131.1 million, and the funds were used
for the following projects: recreation and
sports facilities, flood control/storm drain-
age, seismic safety improvements/repairs,
solid waste recovery facilities, and an emer-
gency shelter.

Amounts and percentages distribution
of project types in “other” are shown in
Figure 10. The categories with the largest
volume are multiple capital improvements
($157.8 million, 48.9 percent) and solid
waste recovery facilities ($118.0 million,

36.6 percent).

CONCLUSION

San Diego/Inland Empire PERB issuance
is categorized in four project types: water/
wastewater, power generation/transmis-
sion, transportation/transit, and other. Each
project type experienced sporadic issuance,
however, water/wastewater projects had the
most activity and the greatest volume of is-
suance from 1985-2008. Although there
are six types of issuers, JPAs issued nearly
75 percent of all issuance in the San Diego/

Inland Empire region. DL

Under existing law (California Government Code Section 8855(k)), "The issuer of any proposed new debt issue of State or local government (or public benefit corporation incorporated for the
purpose of acquiring student loans) shall, not later than 30 days prior to the sale of any debt issue at public or private sale, give written notice of the proposed sale to the Commission, by mail,
postage prepaid.”

Under California Government Code Section 8855(l), "The issuer of any new debt issue of State or local government (or public benefit corporation for the purpose of acquiring student loans) shall,
not later than 45 days after the signing of the bond purchase contract in a negotiated or private financing, or after the acceptance of a bid in a competitive offering, submit a report of final sale to the
commission by mail, postage prepaid, or by any other method approved by the commission. A copy of the official statement for the issue shall accompany the report of final sale. The Commission
may require information to be submitted in the report of final sale that is considered appropriate.”
